IWK Health Centre 


Non-sterilized 
equipment used 
during births 

The IWK Health Centre 
says it is contacting dozens 
of new mothers after dis¬ 
covering that non-sterilized 
equipment was used in the 
hospital’s birth unit this 
month. 

The hospital says it has 
identified seven sets of 
birth-related equipment 
that were cleaned and de¬ 
contaminated but not steril¬ 
ized in a special machine as 
is normally done. 

In a statement, the IWK 
says it’s possible that seven 
women who gave birth 
during a six-day period this 
month received care with 
the non-sterilized equip¬ 
ment. 

However, the hospital 
says there is a near-zero 
chance of any illness be¬ 
cause the equipment had 
already been decontamin¬ 
ated. 

It says all 64 women 
who were admitted to the 
birth unit during the period 
in question are hieing 
notified, but no testing, 
treatment or immunization 
will be required.

Wilson said 
Wednesday. 


Halifax regional council on 
Tuesday, Metro Transit is 
launching a seven-pronged 
strategy to bring riders back 
to public transit after a 42- 
day hiatus.

“We understand that

Killing. Police waiting 
for crime-lab results m 
Oland case, says chief 


The chief of police in Saint 
John says his department 
hasn’t provided the public 
with any updates in its in¬ 
vestigation into the death of 
a prominent New Brunswick 
businessman last year be¬ 
cause it is waiting for lab re¬ 
sults. 

Richard Gland’s body was 
found in his office in Saint 
John on July 7. 

Police Chief Bill Reid says 
the department is rel 3 dng on 
third-party laboratories to 
analyze items the department 
has seized during its homi¬ 
cide investigation. 

Shortly after Gland’s 
death, police searched a home 
in the Rothesay area and a 
yacht club, but they wouldn’t 
say whether those searches 
had an 3 fthing to do with the 
businessman’s killing. 

Reid has previously said 
investigators believe the 
69-year-old Gland knew the 
person responsible for his 
death, which was not part of a 
robbery or a random act. 

Gland was a member of 
the family that owns Moose- 
head Breweries Ltd., but he 
left the company in 1981. 



Reid says it takes time to 
process items police have 
seized. 

“They have to be pro¬ 
cessed, and then they have to 
be analyzed,” he said. “That 
takes a long, long time. We 
have to be patient with the 
work that third-parties are do¬ 
ing on our behalf”

Mulcair the next 
best choice: Singh

federal NDP leadership 
candidate says he’s 
still in it to win it 


Martin Singh has made it of¬ 
ficial: If he can’t be the next 
federal NDP leader, he wants 
the job to go to front-runner 
Thomas Mulcair. 

The Musquodoboit Har¬ 
bour pharmacist, a long-shot 
candidate who’s likely to be 
bumped off the ballot early, 
announced Wednesday he’s 
urging his supporters to 
make Mulcair their second 
choice. 

“I am running to win,” 



Singh said in a statement 
posted on his website. 
“But I also feel that I have a 
responsibility to indicate to 
my supporters who I think 
is the next best choice after 
me. I have settled on recom¬ 
mending Thomas Mulcair as 


my second choice.” 

Mulcair campaign direc¬ 
tor Raoul Gebert hailed the 
announcement, which fol¬ 
lows endorsements from two 
former candidates, Romeo 
Saganash and Dartmouth- 
Cole Harbour MP Robert 
Chisholm, as a sign that “New 
Democrats of every stripe are 
uniting behind Tom’s candi¬ 
dacy.” 

“Support from three other 
candidates in just three weeks 
— that speaks for itself” 

However, rival camps pre¬ 
dicted the clumsy manner in 
which Singh finally tipped 
his hand may erode the value 
of his endorsement — or even 
backfire on Mulcair. 

Rival contender Peggy 


Nash openly questioned Wed¬ 
nesday whether Singh was 
acting on Mulcair’s behalf 
recently in mounting “out- 
of-character” attacks against 
herself and former party 
president Brian Topp. 

“Things are starting to add 
up and it’s disconcerting,” the 
Toronto MP said in an email.

Brad Crossley knows first¬ 
hand the type of competitor 
Sidney Crosby is. 

He also has a good grasp 
of how difficult the past 15 
months have been for him 
as the pride of Cole Harbour 
battled through concussion- 
related issues. 

“His desire to return 
would be something fierce,” 
said Crossley, who coached 
Crosby for one season with 
the Nova Scotia Major Midget 
Hockey League’s Dartmouth 
Subways, and refers to him as 
a family friend. 


“To have this happen to 
him over the last year, cer¬ 
tainly would be extremely 
frustrating, more so than any 
of us could imagine.” 

The eyes of hockey fans 
throughout HRM and the 
hockey world will be glued to 
the TV Thursday night as No. 
87 makes his return to the 
lineup against the Rangers in 
New York. 

The game, being shown 
live on TSN2 at 8 p.m., will 
mark Crosby’s first game in 
the NHL since concussion-like 
S 3 miptoms resurfaced Dec. 5 
following an eight-game stint. 

Crosby has missed a total 
of 102 games the past two 
seasons, with the latest layoff 
lasting 40 games. 

“I find myself more wor¬ 
ried about his health and lon¬ 
gevity than an 3 d:hing else,” 
Crossley conceded. “As a fan, 
1 want to see him back play¬ 
ing ... but first and foremost 
is his health.” 

The Penguins say they’ll 


ease Crosby back into the 
lineup, with Pittsburgh be¬ 
ginning a stretch of seven 
games in 11 nights. 

Crosby is expected to cen¬ 
tre a line with Matt Cooke 
and Tyler Kennedy, and get 
time on the power play. 

“The hope is it doesn’t re¬ 
occur,” Paul Mason said of the 
concussion s 3 miptoms. 

Mason coached Crosby for 
two seasons with the Cole 
Harbour Red Wings in pee- 
wee AAA. He said Crosby’s 
“ultra-competitive” nature 
has made these past two sea¬ 
sons very difficult ones, be¬ 
cause, as he puts it, “it’s not 
just his livelihood, it’s his 
passion.” 

“But Sid always seems to 
do more than you expect him 
to,” Mason said in reference 
to his return against the Ran¬ 
gers. “It wouldn’t surprise 
me at all if he had another 
two- or three-point night.”

Three Canadian women have 
launched legal action alleging 
they were molested by female 
U.S. border guards while at¬ 
tempting to cross the border 
near Windsor, Ont. 

Leslie Ingratta of Windsor 
alleges two customs and bor¬ 
der protection officers took 
her to a holding cell for ques¬ 
tioning when she attempted 
to cross the Detroit-Windsor 
tunnel on Jan. 30, 2011, for a 
shopping trip to the U.S. 

The lawsuit alleges offi¬ 
cials questioned Ingratta re¬ 
peatedly and accused her of 
l 3 dng about her reasons for 
travelling before ordering her 
to face a wall. 

With her arms and legs 
spread, the officials con¬ 
ducted a search that included 
putting their hands under 
her bra and fondling her 
breasts, as well as grabbing 
her buttocks and rubbing her 
genitals, the suit alleges. 

She was then taken back 
to the waiting room, crying 
and shaking, and told she

excuse for that.”

the women 

was “clear to enter the United 
States.” 

“By this point, plain¬ 
tiff was too traumatized to 
continue on her trip and 
returned to Canada,” court 
documents say. 

In a second, joint lawsuit 
two women from Windsor 
and Milton, Ont., claim they 
were strip-searched in an in¬ 
appropriate manner while 
travelling together across the 
Ambassador Bridge on March 
5, 2010 to attend a music con¬ 
cert. 

They allege the guards put 
their fingers into their anus¬ 
es and vaginas, and fondled 
each of their bare breasts “in 
a prolonged, deliberate man¬ 
ner.” 

Thomas Wienner, a Ro¬ 
chester, Mich.-based lawyer, 
who represents all three 
women, said he believes 
there could be more vic¬ 
tims and is encouraging 
them to come forward.

Murder trial. Rafferty 
thought Tori, 8, was too 
old, McClintic testifies 


Answer, please. Feds 
stalling on what military 
name change cost us 


Eight-year-old Victoria Staf¬ 
ford’s killer continued her 
shocking testimony Wednes¬ 
day — with a disturbing rev¬ 
elation about her accused boy¬ 
friend and the little girl’s age. 

Terri-L 3 mne McClintic testi¬ 
fied Michael Rafferty — who 
she alleged Tuesday had raped 
the little girl — thought Tori 
was too old. 

After she abducted Tori 
outside a Woodstock, Ont., 
school, McClintic said, she 
brought her back to Rafferty’s 
car. He got upset about her 
choice of a child, she told the 
court in London, Ont. 

“He made a comment that 
she wasn’t young enough,” 
she said. 

They drove off with Tori 
an 3 m^ay, said McClintic, 21, 
and the girl kept asking if she 
could go home, promising not 
to tell on them. 

McClintic is serving life 
after pleading guilty to first- 
degree murder in Tori’s death. 
Rafferty has pleaded not 



guilty to first-degree murder, 
sexual assault causing bodily 
harm and kidnapping. 

McClintic also testifed she 
told Rafferty she would “take 
the fall” for him. 

She further told him, 
“he had a life, a job, things 
going for him and I was 
just, I really had noth¬ 
ing,” the court was told.

ister’s Office, about possible 
cabinet-confidentiality issues 
before disclosing how much 
it has cost to add the royal 
moniker. 

The department says it is 
still awaiting a response from 
the Privy Council on the mat¬ 
ter. 

During the announce¬ 
ment in August, MacKay was 
asked repeatedly to explain 
how much the name change 
would cost. 

“You can put a price on it 
if you like,” MacKay said at 
the time. “To me, it’s price¬ 
less.” 

NDP defence critic David 
Christopherson says the pub¬ 
lic has the right to know the 
costs of a taxpayer-funded 
initiative to change the mil- 
itaiy’s name. 

“If we can’t even get this 
kind of simple informa¬ 
tion out of the Conservative 
government, we are royally 
screwed,” he said Wednesday.

Public outraged over 
suicide of girl forced 
to marry her rapist 


Morocco. Local law 
pushed victim to 
marry rapist to 
escape prosecution 
and preserve her 
family's “honour” 


The case of a 16-year-old girl 
who killed herself after she 
was forced to marry her rapist 
has spurred outrage among 
Morocco’s Internet activists 
and ignited calls for changes 
to the country’s laws. 

An online petition, a Fa- 
cebook page and countless 
tweets expressed horror over 
the suicide of Amina Filali, 
who swallowed rat poison on 
Saturday to protest her mar¬ 
riage to the man who raped 
her a year earlier. 

Article 475 of the Moroc¬ 
can penal code allows for 
the “kidnapper” of a minor 
to marry his victim to escape 
prosecution, and it has been 


used to justify a traditional 
practice of making a rapist 
marry his victim to preserve 
the honour of the woman’s 
family. 

Abdelaziz Nouaydi, who 
runs the Adala Assocation for 
legal reform, said a judge can 
recommend marriage only in 
the case of agreement by the 
victim and both families. 

“It is not something that 
happens a great deal — it is 
very rare,” he said, but admit¬ 
ted that the family of the vic¬ 
tim sometimes agrees out of 
fear that she won’t be able to 
find a husband if it is known 
she was raped. 

The marriage is then 
pushed on the victim by the 
families to avoid scandal, 
said Fouzia Assouli, president 
of Democratic League for 
Women’s Rights. 

In many societies, the 
loss of a woman’s virginity 
outside of wedlock is a huge 
stain of honour on the family. 

In many parts of the Mid¬ 
dle East, there is a tradition

whereby a rapist can escape 
prosecution if he marries his 
victim, thereby restoring her 
honour. There is a similar 
injunction in the Old Testa¬ 
ment’s Book of Deuteronomy 

Morocco updated its 
family code in 2004 in a land¬ 
mark improvement of the 
situation of women, but activ¬ 
ists say there’s still need for 
improvement. 

In cases of rape, the bu¬ 
rden of proof is often on 
the victim and if she can’t 
prove she was attacked, a 
woman risks being pros¬ 
ecuted for debauchery.

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Switzerland tour bus 
crash kills dozens

A tourist bus slammed head-on 
into a concrete wall in a Swiss 
Alps tunnel, killing 28 people, 
mostly children returning from 
a ski vacation. Swiss pohce said 
Wednesday the vehicle was not 
speeding and everyone was 
wearing seat belts. 

The bus was carrying stu¬ 
dents about age 12 from two 
different Belgian schools when 
it crashed shortly after 9 p.m. 
Tuesday night on a highway 
near the southern town of 
Sierre, Switzerland. 

The horrific accident in the 
short Tunnel de Geronde left 
the front of the bus mangled, 
trapping people inside. Twenty- 
two school children and six 
adults including the driver 
were killed and another 24 chil¬ 
dren were hospitalized in what 
the police chief described as a 


“scene like a war.” 

Belgium flew anxious par¬ 
ents and relatives to the site 
and called for a day of mourn¬ 
ing. 

Authorities were still trying 
to work out how a modem bus, 
a rested driver and a safe tunnel 
could add up to such a tragedy. 


A Swiss prosecutor said 
video cameras in the tunnel 
captured the accident. Olivier 
Elsig, prosecutor for the canton 
of Valais, told reporters the chil¬ 
dren on the bus were wearing 
seat belts, no other vehicle was 
involved and it was not speed¬ 
ing. 


Speaking at a news confer¬ 
ence Wednesday in Sion, the 
capital of Valais, he said inves¬ 
tigators were looking at three 
possible causes for the crash 
— a technical problem with 
the bus, a health problem with 
the driver, or human error.

Earthquake. Japan hit 
by tremors days after 
tsunami anniversary 


A series of earthquakes rattled 
Tokyo and northeastern Japan 
on Wednesday evening but 
caused no apparent damage or 
injuiy in the same region Mt by 
last year’s devastating tsunami. 

The strongest was a magni¬ 
tude-6.8 that stmck off Hokkai¬ 
do island and generated a small 
tsunami. Some communities 
along the northern Pacific coast 
advised residents to evacuate 
coastal homes. 

A swelling of 20 centimetres 
was observed in water at the 
port of Hachinohe in Aomori 
about an hour after the trem¬ 
or, with smaller changes seen 
elsewhere. The Meteorological 
Agency lifted all tsimami advis¬ 
ories within about 90 minutes. 

About 9 p.m. local time, a 
magnitude-6.1 quake shook 
buildings in the capital. It was 
centred just off the coast of 
Chiba, east of Tokyo, at a rather 
shallow 15 kilometres deep. 

Narita International Air¬ 
port briefly closed runways for 
inspection but later resumed 
operation. Several local train 
services were suspended for 
safety checks. 

There were no abnormal¬ 
ities reported at nuclear power 
plants after the two earth-

quakes, operators said. Nearly 
il of Japan’s nuclear plants are 
offline for safety inspections. 

This past Simday, Japan 
marked the first anniversary

Lab-grown 
meat looks, 
feels, tastes 
like chicken 


Food revolution. 

Biological engineers 
have succeeded in 
creating edible meat 
from stem cells

“Let there be animals,” said 
God, and He created chick¬ 
ens, cattle and fish. Actually, 
it’s not God. It’s Fu-hung 
Hsieh, professor of biological 
engineering at the University 
of Missouri. 

Hsieh makes chicken. 
That’s right: He creates chick¬ 
en out of nothing — tasty 
filets that look, feel and taste 
like the real bird. 

“Laboratoiy-grown meat 
needs to mimic the appear¬ 
ance and bite of natural 
meat,” said Hsieh. “In the past, 
researchers haven’t been able 
to recreate the appearance, so 
consumers wouldn’t eat the 
artificial meat.” 

But even foodies would 
have a hard time telling 
natural chicken apart from 
Hsieh’s new chicken. It’s now 
being produced for use in res¬ 
taurants. 

Hsieh stands at the fore¬ 
front of a global food revo¬ 
lution. Biological engineers 
in several countries have 
recently succeeded in creat¬ 
ing edible meat that looks 
appealing. Earlier this year 
a Dutch researcher created 
the world’s first laboratory- 
grown edible hamburger. 

“We’ve made big steps in 


How it works: 


1 T 0 create an artificial hamburger, 
steak, or chicken breast, scientists 
take stem cells from animals and 
grow them into a 3-D shape. 

2 Then they grow the cells into 
muscle cells. As with natural 
muscle cells, the cultivated muscle 
cells “bulk up” into solid muscle 
bundles. 

3 As soon as the muscle cells grow 
in size, it’s important that the 
tissue is continuously supplied with 
nutrients. 

4 The scientists then create chain 
ducts, similar to blood veins. “The 
easiest meat to create is sausage,” 
explains van der Schaft. “It doesn’t 
have to look attractive like a steak.” 


creating laboratory-grown 
meat, but the result isn’t 
something I’d eat at this mo¬ 
ment,” said Dr. Daisy van der 
Schaft, a biomedical engineer 
at Eindhoven University in 
the Netherlands. “Part of the 
problem is that the gel that 
binds the cells together con¬ 
tains animal-derived material 
and actually also material de¬ 
rived from mouse tumors.” 

Professor Hsieh and his 
team are now about to create 
turkey, beef and fish. 

“That’s very different from 
chicken,” he said. “With fish, 
especially, you have the addi¬ 
tional challenge of replicat¬ 
ing many different colours.” 

If research continues to 
progress, supermarkets could 
sell lab meat within the next 
several years. 


Airline workers protest order 


Air Ganada union workers 
continued to protest outside 
government offices in Ottawa 
Wednesday, after federal pol¬ 
iticians imposed an arbitra¬ 
tion order that forces the air¬ 
line to keep fi 3 dng.

work legislation on Monday, 
saying a work stoppage at 
Air Ganada was something 
the country could not afford. 
The government had invoked 
closure on Tuesday afternoon, 
setting up the final vote in 
the House of Gommons. 

But the union representing 
the mechanics and other 
workers said Tuesday that the 
decision to impose arbitration 
on its talks with the airline 
eroded labour rights. 

International Association 


of Machinists and Aerospace 
Workers executive Daven 
Ritchie said the bill would 
“poison labour relations 
across Ganada.” 

Under the “final offer se¬ 
lection” arbitration process, 
the union and airline will put 
forward their best offer and 
an arbitrator will select one. 

The bill now goes to the 
Senate, where the Gonserva- 
tives are expected to use their 
majority for speedy passage.

News Corp. executive James 
Murdoch acknowledged Wed¬ 
nesday that he could have 
done more to get to grips 
with the phone hacking scan¬ 
dal that has rocked Britain. 

Murdoch’s admission 
came in a seven-page let¬ 
ter written to British parlia¬ 
mentarians investigating the 
scandal. In it, he repeated 
his insistence that he didn’t 
know the extent of the illegal 
behaviour at his now-defunct 
News of the World tabloid 
newspaper, sa 3 dng that the 
details had been hidden from 
him by members of his staff. 

“It would have been bet¬ 
ter if I had asked more ques¬ 
tions,” Murdoch told the 
House of Commons’ media 


committee. “However the 
truth is that incomplete an¬ 
swers and what now appear 
to be false assurances were 
given to the questions that I 
asked.” 

Murdoch has already ap¬ 
peared twice before law¬ 
makers, who grilled him 
about what he knew about 
the scandal and alleged at¬ 
tempts to conceal evidence. 

Murdoch was the one who 
signed off on a substantial 
settlement to one of the first 
known victims of the prac¬ 
tice. The company’s former 
in-house lawyer has said the 
payoff was aimed at keeping 
a lid on the scandal, but Mur¬ 
doch says he had no know¬ 
ledge of wider wrongdoing 


and was merely following ex¬ 
pert advice. 

Critics say that Murdoch 
was either in on the cover up 
or too incompetent to real¬ 
ize what he was agreeing to, 
with lawmaker Tom Watson 
famously accusing Murdoch 
of being “the first mafia boss 
in history who doesn’t know 
he’s at the head of a criminal 
enterprise.” 

In his letter, Murdoch ac¬ 
cused his former lieutenants 
of working behind his back, 
acting without his authoriza¬ 
tion, and giving inconsistent 
testimony. “I have not misled 
Parliament,” he said. “I did 
not know about, nor did I try 
to hide, wrongdoing.”

Taking his career from stage 
to sitcom, to the big screen 
and back again, Brent Butt 
needs to remain in creative 
forward motion. 

The Saskatchewan native

Running six seasons 
on CTV, collecting a num¬ 
ber of accolades, its success 
cemented Butt as a com¬ 
edic writer. After 107 epi¬ 
sodes, Butt announced the 
show would not be continu¬ 
ing. 

“I felt that the show had 
hit its apex and from this 
point on we were going to 
eventually start to slide in 
terms of quality,” Butt ex¬ 
plains. 

“It was time to go back 
out and take chances.” 

Two months after the 
lights went out on Corner 
Gas, Butt received the Com¬ 
edy Network’s Sir Peter Us¬ 
tinov Award recognizing 
his body of work within the 
comedic community.

Q&A. Metro chats with

Filmmaker brothers Jay and 
Mark Duplass do everj^hing 
together — write, direct, con¬ 
duct interviews. So we took it 
as a rare treat when, due to a 
scheduling conflict, we got to 
interview Jay on his own for 
their new film, Jeff, Who Lives 
at Home. 

But if you’re looking for 
simmering sibling tensions, 
don’t get your hopes up. 
The quieter Duplass Brother 
passed on the opportunity to 
badmouth Mark. 

Where did the story for this 
tilm come from? 

We actually wrote a short film 
in 2003. It wasn’t titled any¬ 
thing, we just wrote a very 


short film about this charac¬ 
ter and it was about him in his 
basement apartment. 

It was inspired by the char¬ 
acter, someone who is totally 
obsessed with the concept 
of destiny, their place in the 
world, their connection to 
their destiny, signs leading 
from one place to the next 
— potentially smoking mari¬ 
juana. 

And the concept was that 
we would take this person and 
thrust them in the world. And 
actually make them interact 
with the real world and some 
point and hopefully it would 
be funny. 

It is funny, but it’s also a very 
realistic, dramatic film. 

Now that we have made a few 
films, we’re realizing that a 
lot of times what we do is we 
start in on the comedic side 
of things — and I think that’s 
how we experience characters 
like Jeff in our own life. 

You see a guy like Jeff 
at the supermarket, you’re 
probably going to tap your 
spouse and giggle about the 
guy who is smelling the fruit 
a little too long. 


But you get to know this 
person — they have dreams, 
they have hopes and they 
probably have a dark side. 
They probably have a really 
dark side if they are in that 
position where they’re smell¬ 
ing fhiit for too long, you 
know? 

Where do you get the ideas 
for your tilms usually? 

Mark and I have always sat in 
airports and in our apartments 
and told each other stories 
about these really embarrass¬ 
ing, cringe-worthy things that 
we’ve done in our relation¬ 
ships or that some friends of 
ours has done, and we’ll be 
like, “Oh, that’s awful.” 

It’s very dramatic. And 
then we’ll start giggling about 
it. And I now know that that’s 
what we’re doing in our mov¬ 
ies. We’re relating insanely 
specific and realistic things 
that happen between people 
and cringing about it and gig¬ 
gling about after. It’s obvious 
now that that’s what Mark 
and I have uniquely to offer 
the world, but that was such 
a painful, long-term process of 
finding that. We are terrified 


of looking out and looking 
at other filmmakers. We are 
completely focused on just 
sta 3 dng within ourselves and 
sta 3 dng within our peer group. 

You’ve been brothers your 
whole lives, but when did 
you start creating together? 

We’ve been creating together 
since Mark was bom. We just 
grew up in a veiy creative 
family. We’re just kind of 
from a middle-class New Or¬ 
leans family, and my dad’s a 
lawyer, my mom took care of 
us and now she does retail. 

But when we were grow¬ 
ing up, we baked, we made 
stained glass out of plastic 
Mardi Gras beads — and prob¬ 
ably contaminated ourselves 
the whole way through. We 
did make movies with the 
giant VCR with the VTR at¬ 
tached, the separate unit. I 
would cany the camera and 
Mark would have to lug the 
VTR. We were in bands togeth¬ 
er. 

So we’ve always made 
things and we’ve always func¬ 
tioned as a unit. You have to 
put credits up there, but Mark 
and I just make stuff.

Ashley Judd says the decision 
to return to TV with the spy 
drama Missing didn’t come 
easily. 

“There was a lot of hesita¬ 
tion. I was really torn right 
up until I decided to do it,” 
says Judd, who is best knovm 
for such big screen movies 
as Kiss The Girls and Double 
Jeopardy. 

“But part of what at¬ 
tracted me to this project 
was the premise — which 
was very simple and compel¬ 
ling. I’m a mother looking 
for her missing child.” 

Which is tme. To a point. 
In Missing, Judd does indeed 
play Rebecca Winstone, a 
middle-aged widow who is 
horrified when her son goes 
missing while vacationing in 
Europe. 

But when the authorities 
prove no help, Winstone 
heads to Europe, where she 
quickly reveals her past life 
as a CIA operative who can 
kick some serious butt when 
things turns deadly. 

“I only get back involved 
with the CIA so I can find my 
son. But to my great dismay, 

I start to get pulled back into 
that old life.” 

Missing is also something 
of an international produc¬ 
tion with episodes set in 
such exotic locales like 
Rome, Paris, Dubrovnik, and 
Istanbul. The international 
cast includes Sean Bean, 

Keith Carradine, and Can¬ 
ada’s Lothaire Bluteau. 

“We didn’t shoot in 
Burbank. There’s very little 
green screen and minimal 
interiors,” says Judd, who last 
graced the small screen in 
the early 1990s with Sisters. 





“The whole point is that 
we’re taking North Amer¬ 
icans on this great European 
adventure and making TV for 
the world.” 

Judd says propping for the 
show’s energetic fight scenes 
involved little more than a 
few weeks of yoga. 

“I have some background 
in it. And I had an amazing 
fight choreographer. For 
whatever reason, I’m good at 
it. I’m a natural. I like it,” she 
laughs. 

Besides acting, Judd has 
devoted a lot of her time in 
recent years to furthering 
her education. She recently 
completed a Masters in 
Public Administration at 
Harvard. 

“It’s really fun to go

Missing premieres Thurs¬ 
day on CTV. 
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Horse’s death puts 
HBO show on hold 


TV. Network to 
suspend filming with 
horses on racing 
drama Luck after third 
horse fatality 


A horse was injured and 
euthanized Tuesday during 
production of the racetrack 
drama Luck, the third death 
in connection with the series, 
and HBO agreed to suspend 
filming with horses while the 
accident is investigated. 

The humane group that 
oversees Holl 3 ^ood produc¬ 
tions had issued an immedi¬ 
ate demand “that all produc¬ 
tion involving horses shut 
down.” 

“We are also insisting that 
this stoppage remain in full 
effect pending a complete, 
thorough, and comprehen¬ 
sive investigation,” the Amer¬ 
ican Humane Association said 
in a statement. It noted that 
the accident didn’t occur dur¬ 
ing filming or racing. 

The animal was being led 
to a Santa Anita Park race¬ 
track stable by a groom when 
it reared and fell back Tues¬ 
day morning, suffering a head 
injury, according to HBO. The 
horse was euthanized at the 
track in suburban Arcadia, 
where Luck is filming its 
second season. 

In the series, which was 
created by David Milch (Dead- 
wood, NWD Blue) and looks 
at racing’s seedier side, Dus¬ 
tin Hoffman plays a crime 
kingpin who’s scheming to 
gain control of a racetrack 
and introduce casino gam¬ 
bling. 

During season-one filming 
in 2010 and 2011, two hors¬ 
es were hurt during racing 
scenes and euthanized. HBO 
defended its treatment of the 
animals, sa 3 dng it’s worked 
with the American Humane 
Association and racing in¬ 
dustry experts to implement 
safety protocols that exceed 
film and TV industry stan¬ 
dards. 

The American Humane 
Association’s film and TV 
unit, the group sanctioned 
and supported by the enter¬ 
tainment industry to pro¬ 
tect animals used in filming, 
called for a production halt 
at the Santa Anita Racetrack 
in suburban Arcadia after the 
second horse’s death. 

Racing resumed after new 
protocols were put in place 
and proved effective, Karen 
Rosa, the AHA unit’s senior 
vice-president, said in Febru¬ 
ary.

A necropsy will 
be conducted, he said, which 
is routine with all fatalities at 
racing board enclosures. 

An American Humane As¬ 
sociation safety representa¬

No cost to comfort

Low-stress living 
You don’t have to be the fastidi¬ 
ous type either, claims Chinn, 
aside from keeping your 
place tidy: “Floors are nor- 
mahy wood, tile, concrete or 
poured resin, which are easy to 
keep clean. However it’s 
important to iuclude area 
mgs to soften the edges of the 
look.” 

Old meets new 
Just because you hve iu a per¬ 
iod property doesn’t mean 
that your decor has to remain 
a rehc of the past. The expert 
says, “You can bring elements 
of the utihtarian look into older 
properties. Streamlined section¬ 
al sofas and modem hghting 
look great with an old Persian 
carpet, modem art against 
a white wah and original archi¬ 
tectural features like fireplaces 
and cornices ah juxtapose 
superbly. It’s all a matter of bal¬ 
ance.” 


Keep it quirky 


There’s absolutely no need for 
a stripped-down style to ap¬ 
pear bland. 


• Be original, baby. “Layering 
textures, such as leather 
and chrome furniture with 
long silk curtains, textural 
or graphic feature walls, 
will give your space some 
style clout," describes Chinn. 
“Mix edgy items with some 
distressed older pieces 
like modern dining chairs 
around a rustic farmhouse 
table." After all, it's the un¬ 
expected details that keep 
style original. 


Let there be light 
Industrial looks tend to evoke 
darkness and a masculine 
harshness, so it’s important to 
flood the room with light as the 
designer reveals. ’’Good hght, 
both natural and electric is vital 
for the look to work.
